Lthough this Ifland is now be- 
come famous, by reafon of the 
Rich Commodities there pro- 
duced; Yet in regard it is but- of 
_ late yeeres that it hath been had - 
in fuch high eftimation, we fliall give, you a 
briefe relation of its former eftate and condi- 
tion, and how it hath attained to that height 
it is now in. 
' Not many yeeres fince, this Ifland was in. a 
very low condition, in regard the Commodities

Thefe men were by the Governor (and \ 
others of their owne Spirits who had the \ 
Government in their hands) very court©- 
oufly Imbraced, and looked upon as the ' 
men onely truly deferring, in fo much. that. . 
in fhort time, they begin to poflefle Eftates, •■ 
(though other mens) and by the fubtile 
practicing of Abfalons pollicy, began to in- 

• finuate themfelves into the peoples favour, 
and to gaine the efteemc and repute of the 
onely knowing men; Infomucn that not- 
withftanding their little or no knowlodg&of 
the CJountry, 'the People, (or the Eftatc or 
condition of either) they muft and were 
made CounfeHers, and no Seate could become 
them to Sit in, but at the helme of State ;

This is concluded on. And now it onely 
remaines to be difputed, whether the fruits 
*of their conception, great travell, and tedious , 
. paynes, is fit to have admittance, or whether 
'to be buried in the grave of oblivion, as an 
abortive, or rather an abominable birth, 
A long difcourfe is entertained upon this 
\ fubjeft ; And the Parents of this new birth, 
* being much taken with it, and though it apr 
^ .peared, and was a Monfter in the eftecme of 
; . others, yet being the fruits of their Travells 
. it appeared a Child to them. And therefore 
no Arguments muft prevaile againft its ac- 
. - ceptance, yet at last (though with much 
difficulty) it was dif-owned totally, for this 
reafon ; That to banifh men, and fhow no 
caufe, nor appearance of caufe, neither any 
pretence of caufe, would be a thing appre- 
hended of all to be ridiculous, and might 
caufe a too quick difcovery of their intentions. 
Before we. proceede any further, in this 
our intended Difcourfe, it will be neceflary 
to anfwer an Obje&ion which haply fome 
may make thus. 

Qbjift. How we came to know their ' 
' /private 
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private Conferences had together, thejr hav- 
ing iworne each other to fccrecy, and fur- 
ther to profecute that nun to death that 
/hould reveale any one particular. 

Ans.- Our ai^fwer to this Obje&ion is"; 
That Lt. C. C. C. one of themfelves was die 
discoverer of thefe and many more their in- . 
tents and purpofes, who acknowledged him- - 
ielfe apprehenfive of an obligation binding - * 
his commence to reveale things of so high a - 
nature as this ; feeing there, was no reafon \ 
for the doing of any fuch thing. For this j 
his offertcc he was cenfured to pay twenty 
thousand pounds in Sugar, fine, and to de- 
part the Ifland 

To proceede in our Difcourfe, we muft • 
take notice that at this inftant of time, when 
thil i thing called [Banifamt] was objeded 
againft, as not convenient at that tune to be 
put in Execution ; A brother of that Fra- 
ternity, being fearfull his brethren might, 
mifcarry, had drawn up an Aft and Oath, 
which nee' then prefented to the AiTemSly, 
who after .a ferious view taken thereof, find- - 
ing enough in it to procure a diflike of it;, 
in all or mod men, efpecially in thofe that 
made confciencc of their w^yes, confirmes it. 
And ordered the publifliing thereof, in the 
feverall Parishes of the Ifland.

And under the pretence of granting liberty, 
would bring us under the greateft of bond- 
ages, for by this their Aft, if any man be 
found comming or going to or from (any

grofle abufes they put upon us, and how con- 
trary to all reafon they kept their Forces of 
Horfe ftill .up, to the great prejudice of the 
Cbuntrey, and that a great uprore had beene 
raifed in the Countrey to the Inhabitants 
greatdifquiet, and all under pretence of that 
which in all this time they had not iii the 
leaft made appeare. That it appeared to 
', them, that they had a defigne to fet; up them- 
felves and their adherents, and to make- that 
Ifland a receptacle for men of their qwne 
spirits : ; intending the ruine of ;dl thofe that 
lhoiild oppofe them ; fo that now ? it did 
concerne all men to looke about them, 
and if poflible (to the utmoft of their 
powers) ' labour the prevention of what 
was li^e to fall upon them in generally 
Thfefe considerations caufe many People 
. (though Cavaliers) to murmur at their pro- - 
' cecdings: infomuch that fome of them 
were questioned, and.lookt upon as ad- 
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herents to and favourers of the btAefindtnts, 
(as they call them.) This fire being kin- 
dled would not befo fpeedily quenched, but 
they reiblve (in fome meaiure) to make' the 
grandees acquainted with their thoughts 
concerning their proceedings, and to that 
purpoie, being at a Feaft (which at prtlcn t 
is the* greatest of their imployments.) The 
twelfth day of June, 1 6 50. the Captaincs of 
their Army being likewiie invited with them,, 
made repaire into the roome where they 
were, and expreil themfelvea unto them to 
this purpoie ; That they heard there 
great dilcontents in the Countrey 
by their 10 harih dealing with the Ixaepem- 
dents, fearing that thereby Trade might be

Thefe dtfcontents of the People they feeme, 
to' remove, with "incouraging them, that
